3. The following groups were to be ineluded on the lists: 


a. Intellectuals known to be enemies of the regime.

c. Persons owming considerable proporty or well-furnished homes, 


4. The arrests in Pracue were to be carried out mainly at night on the maximun 
practicable seele, i.e. scveral hundred percons every night til 1 Jamery 1950. 
Those arrested were to be taken to the Monastery fvaty Jan pod Skalou, south 
west of Prague on the Berounka River, where transports of 1200 sersons each would
